The following is an Extract of a genuine Letter from Toulon, 
dated Sept. 12. received in Lozdon, by a lady from her fon, 
who fet out for Antibes the day on which the letter was 
dated, £:om the intelligence contained i ity shere is reafon 
to fear, that, inftcad of feeing peace reftored, the enfuing 
campaiya will de remarkable for the molt vigorous exertions 
on the part of our enemies,

tents have broke out in the Provinces of Cuban, Circaflia, Min- 
grelia, Ceorgia, Gurial, and Tmeretta: Romelia is over-run 
with rubbers; Aleppo is at variance with its Bafhaw; in fhort, 
there are fearcely two Provinces in the whole Empire that can 
be taid to enjoy peace and tranquillity! The Morea has fo of- 
ten revolted, that the Divan has at refolved to fend a Ba- 
thaw to refide there conffently: Haiian, Admiral of the fleet, 
or Captain Pacha, has been appointed to that government : add 
to all this, the dreadful confagrations that have nearly deftroy- 
ed this great capital.” 

The Gazette of Saturday, to the furprize of many people, 
mentions not a fyllable of an engagement in the Ealt Indies ; 
though the Buflora letter fays, the French fleet have left the 
coaft of Coromandel, 

Sir Edward Hughes is not expected to leave the Eaft In- 
dies till the latter end of the prefent month ; fo that his arrival 
in England cannot be expected till the Spring. 

Sir Edward Hughes had nine fuil of the line before the ar- 
rival of the two feventy-fours, which joined him in July laft; 
therefore, if we add to thefe fix fail more, which Sir Richard 
Bickerton’s fleet confiited af, the whole naval force in the Afi- 
atic feas muft amount to feventcen fail pf the line. 


The land re-inforcements feit to Gibraltar, confifted of is 
regiments of 860 men each, officers not incladéed ; which wi 
amount to 5000 additional men. 

It appears from letters received at Peterfburgh from Aftra- 
can, that the Perfiaris are ripe for a revolt, and that an iofur- 
reftion was daily expected. 

It is believed in the city, that the lofs of the Jamaica con- 
voy, exclufive of the Ramilliesy will not amount to more than 
five fhips, one Liverpool, three Briftol, and one London. 

It is reported among the polite circles, that the fovereign 
has declared his intention to inveft Lord Rodney and General 
Elliot with the next Garter ribbands that fhall be vacant. The 
brave Admiral, it is faid, would have had the Marquis of 
Rockinghath’s, had not the royal word been pledged to the 
houfe of Manners: 

A foldier in the 51ft regiment, (lately arrived from Mioor- 
ca) went to Caftle Donington on Tuefday laft, and claimed hid 
wife, from whom he had been abfetit eighteen years ; and in 
the interim fhe had been married eleven years ago to another 
man, by whom fhe has a daughter near ten years old: How- 





ever, by virtue of his prior right, and firm refolution, he 
brought his old mate away in triumph, who kindly exculpa- 
ted the latter hufband, by taking the blame all on herfelf. The 
daughter at prefent ftays by confent of all parties with her own 
father, now rendered a forrowful widower; but our hone(t 
red-coat promifes to fetch her too, the firft good tramp Dame 
Fortune turns him up.—They paffed sam this town in theif 
way to Sheffield, to join his corps at that place. 

From Europa Point, to the other extremity of Gibraltar, the 
befiegers have raifed batteries at fhort diftances from each o- 
ther ; fo that there is fcarce a fpot in the rock which is not ex 
pofed to their fire; however, her gallant Governor has to op- 
pofe to the enemy 375 cannons, mivunted on different batteries; 
33 mortars, and 300 howitzers difperfed along the rock, for the 
{pace of about three miles, 

The foreign prints have rang for fome time paft with the in- 
telligence that the combined fleets, affembled before Gibraltar; 
conlift of fifty fail of the line; but this account is confiderably 
beyond the truth. In the firft place, the Protecteur of 74 gunsy 
which was at Algefiras fome time ago, is undoubtedly bound 
for the Weft Indies, and is not to take part in any expedition 
that might poflibly totally prevent or ever retard her failing for 
that quaster ;_ the Alcide, alfo of 74 guns, is indeed deftined 
to join the combined fleets, but it is very uncertain when, if at 
all, fhe will be able to effeét a junction ; the failed as convoy to 
a fleet of tranfports, and was to efcort them as far as the Euro- 
pean Capes, which fhe was to double before fhe fhould return to 
join the combined ficets; the Pujffant, another fhip of 74 guns, 
was alfo deftined to fail from Toulon to Cadiz, as were alfo 
two other men of war from the fame part; not one of whicli 
had appeared in view of Algefiras, when the laft advices came 

_away: And yet all thefe fhips muft be reckoned;- to mak= up 
the number fifty ; bat being deducted from this number, there 
will remain no more than forty-five to oppofe Lord Howe’s 
paffage into Gibraltar. 

Atthe memorable fiege of Syracufe by the Romans, the Con- 
ful Appius led the forces by land, and the attack by fea was 
conducted by Marcellus. The fiege continued eisht months, 
and the circumftances attending it bear a moft remarkable fi- 
milarity to thofe which have occurred in the contefty between 
tne Spaniards and French, and the garrifon of Gibraltar. So 
immenfe was the power of the Romans, fo various and artful 
their {tratagems, and fo boldly were their defigns carried into exs 
ecution, that they could fearcely have failed to reduce the place, 
had one old man been removed ; this old man was the great 
Archimedes, who, with aftonifhing ingenuity, projected means 
for effectually counteraéting the powerful operations of the af- 
failants ; and thefe, defpairing of couqueft; had recourfe to their 
laft hope of reducing the place by famine; and for that purpofe, 
intercepted the fleets with provifions for the befieged, while the 
army cut off all approach on the lahd fide. Thus far the coma 
parifon holds good: But let us hope that the navy of Great- 
Britain is too formidable to fuffer the brave garrifon of Gibral- 
tar to be fubdued by famine, after being fo long and fo nobly 
defended by the modern Archimedes, who has given fuch wons 
derful proofs of his confummate talents, both in the {cientifie 
and practical branches of his profeffion. 

There is not, fays a correfpondent, a nation in the univerfé 
where the people fo eagerly calculate events before hand, or fo 
vehemently debate the iffue of public operation, as we do in our 
ifland. tll arts arid fciences, he obferves, are to be acquired 
by regular method of {tady, or learat by ferving apprentilhips ; 
but in the art of government, every Englifhman feems to be 
filled by nature: in fhort, one would be led to believe, that 
there was fomething in the air-of this country that has the pro- 
perty of infafing into its inhabitants political prefumption.

Paris, 08.6. The Sieur Borel, merchant at Paris, has re- 
ceived a letter from Mr Hughes, merchant at Marfcilles, which 
mention the taking of Madras. It felates, that pofitive advices 
are received at Alexandria, from the coait of Coromandel, by 
the couriers from Bagdad, Ormus, Smyrna, Aleppo, and Baf- 
fors, that about the beginning of May lalt, Sir Eyre Coote, in 
order to oppofe the junction of the French troops under the or- 
ders of M. de Duchemin, with the arms of Hyder Ally, en- 
camped near the ruins of Chepank, where he found himfelf be- 
tween two fires, by the arrival of fome, Auxilliaries and Indi- 
ans; the greateft part of the Englith and their allies are cut to 
pieces, the reft put to flight, and unable during the campaign to 
make any hoftile refiftance againft the victorious arms of their 
enemies 3 that the Indian Monarch, joining the French, who 
amount to 3,500, had marched an army of 60,00c men, as 
well difciplined as Europeans, to Madras, having in his fuite a 
train of artillery, as formidable as that of the Turks at the fiege 
of Candy ; that culverins being dire&ted towards the different 
pofts of the place befieged, and day and night pouring forth 
fuch inceffantly deftruction and deatl, haftened the capitulation 
of the place, and that Hyder Ally behaved himfelf as a ha- 
mane and generous congucror. Bruféls Gazette. 

LOND ON. 

It was this day currently reported, at both ends of the town, 
that an exprefs had artiverl at four o’clock this morning, with 
advice that a moft dreadful engagement had happened on the 
2d, between the Englifh, under Lord Howe, and the combi- 
ned ficets, off the Bay of Gibraltar, in which the former had 
five fhips fank, and the latter had alfo five funk, with feven, and 
the Commander in'Chief, Don Cordova, taken. This news is 
faid to have arrived at Baron Haflang’s, the Bavarian Minilter, 
but though very current, we dare not vouch for ics authentici- 
ty. St James's Chron. 

It was afferted this afternvon in the city, that an engage- 
ment had taken place between Lord Howe and Dom Cordova, 
which terminated in a complete victory on the part of the Bri- 
tifh Admiral, his Lordthip having taken twelve and funk feven 
of the enemies thips. It was further faid, that the brave garri- 
fon of Gibraltar had been effectually relieved. ——-We do not 
vouch for thé authenticity of the above intelligence, though it 
wat confidently faid to have beea received by Count Haflang, 
the Bavarian Ambaflador. Lng. Chron. 

Laft night an exprefs arrived in town from Plymouth, with 
intelligence of the arrival of the Achilles, Captain Duncan, at 
that port, from St Lucia. She failed from thence the 5th of 
September, and brings advice of the July packet being arrived 
out, and that the fleet, which failed from Cork the 27th of 
June, was arrived at Barbadocs. By this veffel we likewife 
jearn, that on the 1§th a molt terrible fire happened at , Baffe- 
terre in Guadaloupe, which deftroyed a great many houfes, and 
did other confiderable damage. 

This day, advice was received by ‘the Irifh mails, that the 
Old Harbour, Power, and the Pallas, » two of the 
miffing fhips from Jamaica, are put into Cork. 

The exprefs received late laft Monday night from Briftol 
brings intelligence of five fail more of their miffing Jamaica 
fhips being fafe arrived there.

Extra& of a letter from Landon, O Gober 17. 
¢¢ Private advices from Vienna inform us, that there has been, 
for fome time palt, a correfpondence kept up between that court 
and the coust of Berlin ; the particulars of which are faid to be, 
that his Imperial Majelty and K. of Praffia are concerting fome 
ferious means of eftablithing a permanent peace among all the 
belligerent powers. ‘he Emperor has expreffed his tricndihip 
towards Great Britain in the molt fincere and ardent terms: 
and the King of Praflia feems to have forgotten all former re- 
quifitions on this court, in our prefent unfortanate circumftan- 
ces. With the moft friendly motives towards us, we fiod he has 
lately augmented his army, and put it in fuch a train of mar- 
tial difcipline as will carry a confidetable weight of argument io 
favour of any thing he has propofed towards the e(tablifhment 
of this fo much expected and defired peace. But further, with 
refpect to the Emperor, he has declared, that he will {pare no

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There are yet no news of the Medway fhip of war, or of the 
four Eaft-Indiamen, which were faid to be under her convoy ;

No account is received at the Poft-office, of the packet with 
the mai! from Lifbon being taken, and fent into France, as 
was faid laft night about town. 

The arrival of the Sultan and Magnanime was molt provi- 
dential. Both Sir Edward Heghes and M. Suffrein had no- 
tice of their approach, and endedvoured to meet them. The 
Britith fquadron left Madrafs Road with this view, and the 
French fleet, the next day, with the fame defign, took poffef 
fion of it. The convoy, however, by taking a circuit north- 
wards, miffed Sir Edward ; but, by the fame manceuvre, made 
fuch a delay as gave Suffrein to believe that they had joined 
their Commander in Chief. The French ‘left Madrafs Road 
only the day before the Englith convoy reached, and Sir Ed- 
ward Hughes did not follow them till the day after. 

The Direéors of the Eatt-India Company have received 
difpatches, over land, from Governor Haftings, in which he 
informs the Court, that the negociation for peace with the 
Marhattas was nearly concluded, and that the Nizam had aty 
Jaft determined to join the Company’s armies againft Hyder 
Ally. 

A cutter was fent to Lord Howe, with particular inftruc- 
tions from the Admiralty, as foon as ever the difafler that had 
befallen the Jamaica convoy was known. 

After all that has been faid about the evacuation of Charles- 
‘Town, we have good authority for faying that no fuch event 
has yet taken place, nor is even fo much as in contemplation; 
on the contrary, it is confidently affirmed, that the troops con- 
tinue to be employed with as much diligence as ever in raifing 
new fortifications. This furely does uot look like an intention 
of yielding up the place foon. 

A Spanifh tranfport, with 200 foldiers, and fome officers on 
board, called the N. S. Redondella, bound from Cadiz to Ma- 
hon, is taken by the Revenge privateer, Capt. Lawes, and is car- 
ried into Leghorn. 

We are aifured by the accounts which arrived laft night, that 
we may very fpeedily expect to hear of an action between Lord 
Fiowe and the combined fleets of France and Spain under the 
command of Don Louis Cordova, who has only forty-two 
fhips under his command, though the newfpapers for fome time 
have uniformly afiured us they are not fewer than fifty thips of 
the Jine. 

By a gentleman who arrived yefterday in town from Paris, 
which he left laft Friday mornisg, we are informed that the 
Corte d’ Artois had arrived in that capital on Wednefday (the 
oth inft.) from the camp at St Roche.

The Right Hon. the Lord Advocate of Scotland ft out 
trom this place, on Friday lait, tor London.

‘They got out a- 
gain by placing a chair at the back of the door in the infide, 
which was found in that fituation this morning when the fhop 
was opened. 

Maffeus, who wrote the Hiftory of the Indies, which has 
been always efteemed a model of veracity, as well as elegant 
compofition, mentions a native of Bengal, named Nunio de 
Cugna, who died in 1566, at the age of 370. He was a man 
of great fimplicity, and quite illiterate, but of fo retentive a 
memory, that he was a kind of living chronicle, relating di- 
ftinétly and exaétly what had happened within his knowledge 
in the compafs of his life, together with all the circumftances 
attending it. He had four new fets of teeth, and the culour 
of his hair and beard had been changed as often from black to 
grey, and from grey to black. He afferted, that in the courfe 
of his lifehe had had 700 wives, fome of whom died, and the 
reft he had pat away. The firlt century of his life he paffed 
in idolatry, trom which he was converted to Mahonctanifm, 
which he continued to profe!s to his death. This account is 
alfo contirmed by another Portugueze author, Ferdinand Loe 
pez Caltegneda, who was Hiléoriographer Royal. 

Wednetday night, about g o’clock, as a porter in Glafgow 
was returning from Cartcraig, he was attacked by four foldiers, 
near Whitehill, about a mile eaft from that city, who knocked 
him down, and robbed him of ten fhillings and fevenpence hal f- 
penny.

HERE has been a great deal of noife of late in this 
country, about the right of the people to eleét their own 
minifters ; and many advertifements and letrers have appeared 
in your paper on that fubject. 

My attention was drawn, in a particular manner, to the lait 
of thefe letters, clothed in the learned garb of the Univerfity of 
Aberdeen, ufhering in, with much oftentatious folemnity, a 
cloud of quotations and authorities, both from the New Telta- 
ment, and from the ancient fathers, in fupport of this: much- 
cried-up right of the pegple, lls Se 0 
"FE give the gentleman all. ceediv for his feaiiny: ‘as well as 
for the aptnefs of his quotatiuns ;: but it is rather ftrange that a 
man of fome reading, as he feems to be, fhould apply fuch paf- 
fages to the fervice of the caufe which he means to fupport. 

That, in the ancient churches of Chrift, inftituted by his A- 
poftles, the election of their minifters or paftors was by the u- 
nanimous voice of the whole Church, that is, of every fingle 
member of the congregation to which fuch paftor belonged, is 
as Clear (without any authority of the fathers) as the cleare(t 
precept and the cleareft example in the New Teftament can 
make it. But this, Sir, was in the days of the Apofiler; and 
your correfpondent does not furely mean to-fay, that the ftate 
of matters then is the fame with what it is or ought to be now ? 
If he does, I fafpeé& his arguments will prove more than he 
wifhes them to do. : 

In the days of the Apoftles, the right of the peoplé to elec 
their own paiturs was founded in the very nature of ‘their doc- 
trine and conneétion. In thofe days, the réligion of Jéfus was 
not connected with any {tate or nation in a national capacity ; 
andthe pattors of the churches, inftituted by his Apoftles, had of
